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N  ow  let  me  ask  you,  white  man,  if  it  is  a  disgrace  for  to  eat, 
drink  and  sleep  with  the  image  of  God,  or  sit,  or  walk  and  talk 
with  them?  Or  have  you  the  folly  to  think  that  the  white  man, 
being  one  in  fifteen  or  sixteen,  are  the  only  beloved  images  of 
God?  Assemble  all  nations  together  in  your  imagination,  and 
then  let  the  whites  be  seated  amongst  them.  .  .  .  Now  suppose 
these  skins  were  put  together,  and  each  skin  had  its  national 
crimes  written  upon  it — which  skin  do  you  think  would  have  the 
greatest?  I  will  ask  one  question  more.  Can  you  charge  the 
Indians  with  robbing  a  nation  almost  of  their  whole  Continent, 
and  murdering  their  women  and  children,  and  then  depriving 
the  remainder  of  their  lawful  rights,  that  nature  and  God 
require  them  to  have?  And  to  cap  the  climax,  rob  another  nation 
to  till  their  grounds,  and  welter  out  their  days  under  the  lash 
with  hunger  and  fatigue  .  .  .  ?  I  should  look  at  all  the  skins,  and 
know  that  when  I  cast  my  eye  upon  that  white  skin,  and  if  I  saw 
those  crimes  written  upon  it,  I  should  enter  my  protest  against  it 
immediately,  and  cleave  to  that  which  is  more  honorable.

This  book  brings  together  all  of  the 
known  writings  of  William  Apess,  a 
Native  American  of  mixed  Pequot  and 
white  parentage  who  fought  for  the 
United  States  in  the  War  of  1812, 
became  a  Methodist  minister  in  1829, 
and  championed  the  rights  of  the 
Mashpee  tribe  on  Cape  Cod  in  the 
1830s. 

Apess's  A  Son  of  the  Forest, 
originally  published  in  1829,  was  the 
first  extended  autobiography  by  an 
American  Indian.  Readable  and 
engaging,  it  is  not  only  a  rare  state- 
ment by  a  Native  American,  but  also 
an  unusually  full  document  in  the 


history  of  New  England  native 
peoples.  Another  piece  in  the  collec- 
tion, The  Experiences  of  Five  Chris- 
tian Indians  of  the  Pequod  Tribe 
(1833),  concludes  with  an  eloquent 
and  unprecedented  attack  on  Euro- 
American  racism  entitled  "An  Indian's 
Looking-Glass  for  the  White  Man." 
Also  included  are  Apess's  account  of 
the  "Mashpee  revolt"  of  1833-34, 
when  the  Native  Americans  of 
Mashpee  petitioned  the  government  of 
Massachusetts  for  the  right  to  elect 
their  own  representatives,  and  his 
Eulogy  on  King  Philip,  an  address 
delivered  in  Boston  in  1836  to  mark 
the  160th  anniversary  of  King  Philip's 
War. 

In  his  extensive  introduction  to  the 
volume,  Barry  O'Connell  reconstructs 
the  story  of  Apess's  life,  situates  him 
in  the  context  of  early  nineteenth- 
century  Pequot  society,  and  interprets 
his  writings  both  as  a  literary  act  and 
as  an  expression  of  emerging  Native 
American  politics.

A  biography  of  a  homosexual  writer 
by  a  gay  literary  historian,  this  book 
offers  not  only  the  first  published  life 
of  Charles  Warren  Stoddard  (1843- 
1909),  but  also  a  wealth  of  new 
material  on  the  formation  of  gender 
roles  in  late  nineteenth-century 
America. 

Admired  in  his  own  time  as  the 
author  of  exotic  and  humorous  travel 
books,  Stoddard  is  perhaps  of  more 
interest  today  for  his  unabashed  love 
of  men  at  the  historical  moment  when 
"homosexuality"  was  taking  a 
recognizably  modern  shape.  All  those 
who  knew  him,  including  many  of  the 
major  writers  of  the  age,  agreed  that 
Stoddard  had  a  genius  for  geniality, 
and  he  spent  much  of  his  life  circulat- 


ing among  his  friends  in  Europe,  the 
South  Seas,  California,  and  the  East. 
Yet  Stoddard's  "double  life"  also 
drew  him  into  the  company  of  those 
who  shared  his  same-sexuality.  How 
these  men  imagined  themselves  and 
how  they  built  networks  of  associa- 
tion are  part  of  the  larger  story  here, 
one  that  has  scarcely  begun  to  be  told. 

The  author  traces  Stoddard's  life 
from  his  early  years  in  California 
through  his  odysseys  around  the 
world  to  his  later  academic  career  at 
Notre  Dame  and  Catholic  universities. 
Stoddard's  literary  friendships  are 
discussed  in  detail,  as  are  his  erotic 
relationships:  his  sexual  initiation  by 
Polynesian  youths;  his  affair  with 
artist  Frank  Millet;  his  long  line  of 
"Kids,"  as  he  called  the  young  men  he 
desired. 

Roger  Austen,  who  completed  this 
book  before  his  death  in  1984,  was  a 
pioneer  in  the  study  of  gay  literary 
forebears.  He  has  written  a  compelling 
narrative  of  Stoddard's  quest  for 
success  as  a  writer  and  happiness  as  a 
lover.

This  book  offers  a  fresh  interpretation 
of  the  life  and  works  of  black  Jamai- 
can poet  Claude  McKay  (1890-1948), 
one  of  the  central  figures  of  the 
Harlem  Renaissance.

This  work  examines  the  history  of 
white  racism  against  blacks  in 
Germany,  in  particular  its  effects  on 
black  German  women.  Combining 
historical  analysis,  interviews, 
personal  testimonies,  and  poetry,  the 
book  documents  the  experiences  of 
fourteen  Afro-German  women  who 
have  lived  through  different  periods  of 
German  history,  usually  with  little  or 
no  contact  with  other  blacks  outside 
their  immediate  families. 

The  text  is  divided  into  three  parts, 
each  beginning  with  a  historical 
analysis  by  May  Opitz.  In  "Racism, 
Sexism,  and  Precolonial  Images  of 
Africa  in  Germany,"  she  explores  the 
race  theories  that  formed  the  basis  for 
Germany's  colonial  exploitation  of 
blacks  in  the  nineteenth  century  and 
discusses  the  specifics  of  German 
colonization  and  the  experiences  of 
African  and  Afro-German  women 
through  the  end  of  World  War  II.  This 
essay  is  followed  by  the  account  of 
two  sisters  who  portray  their  lives 
growing  up  during  the  Weimar 
Republic  and  under  National  Social- 
ism. 

In  part  two,  "Afro-Germans  after 
1945:  The  So-Called  Occupation 
Babies,"  Opitz  shows  how  pseudo- 
scientific  studies  of  "mixed  children" 
fueled  the  already  deep  prejudices 
against  both  black  Germans  and  white 
German  women  who  married  black 
men.  This  piece  is  followed  by  the 
writings  of  three  women  who  tell 
what  it  was  like  to  grow  up  in  this 


oppressive  social  climate  and  who 
describe  parental  efforts  to  force 
conformity  to  white  society. 

In  part  three,  "Racism  Here  and 
Now,"  Opitz  examines  the  racism  in 
German  textbooks  and  discusses  the 
difficulties  inherent  in  maintaining  a 
black  identity  in  a  white  racist 
environment.  The  personal  accounts 
in  this  section  relate  the  experiences  of 
several  women  whose  behavior  was 
deemed  "provocative"  by  whites. 

Showing  Our  Colors  is  an  honest 
and  vivid  portrait  of  the  experiences 
of  Afro-German  women  and  an 
important  contribution  to  the  histori- 
cal record.

This  haunting  memoir  records  the 
experiences  of  a  young  Jewish  girl 
forced  to  confront  the  horrors  of  the 
Holocaust.  Born  in  1931  into  a  well- 
to-do  family,  Goldie  Szachter  Kalib 
begins  her  account  with  a  rare  portrait 
of  Jewish  life  in  a  small  Polish  town  in 
the  1930s.  Although  her  memories 
reflect  the  perceptions  of  a  child,  her 
descriptions  offer  a  wealth  of  informa- 
tion about  Jewish  education,  politics, 
and  religious  practices  outside  the 
major  urban  centers  of  pre-World 
War  II  Poland.  Her  observations  also 
shed  new  light  on  relations  between 
Jews  and  Christians,  making  it  clear 
that  the  expression  of  antisemitism  in 
Poland  was  neither  simple  nor 
uniform. 

As  her  story  unfolds,  Szachter  Kalib 
recounts  in  vivid  detail  the  events  that 
shattered  the  world  of  her  youth, 
beginning  with  the  Nazi  invasion  and 
occupation  of  her  hometown, 
Bodzentyn.  While  other  family 
members  were  sent  to  the  labor  camp 
at  Starachowice,  she  was  placed  in 
hiding  with  a  family  of  Polish  Chris- 
tians. Adopting  the  identity  of  a 
"niece  from  Krakow,"  Szachter  stayed 
with  Mme  Zofia  Surowjecka  and  her 
nephew  Ben,  a  member  of  the  Polish 
resistance,  until  the  growing  suspi- 
cions of  neighbors  forced  her  to  leave. 
She  lived  briefly  with  two  other  Polish 
Christian  families,  but  eventually 
rejoined  her  parents  and  siblings  at 
Starachowice.  Nine  months  later,  in 
July  1944,  she  and  her  entire  family 
were  transported  to  Auschwitz. 


At  Auschwitz,  thirteen-year-old 
Szachter  and  her  mother  were  among 
some  one  hundred  prisoners  selected 
for  extermination  during  the  last  days 
of  the  war.  Those  chosen  were  herded 
into  a  gas  chamber,  only  to  be  ordered 
out  again  when  the  rapid  advance  of 
the  Soviet  army  forced  the  Nazis  to 
abandon  the  death  camp.  Szachter 
then  endured  the  notorious  "death 
march"  to  Bergen-Belsen,  where  she 
was  later  liberated  by  British  forces. 

Goldie  Szachter,  her  sisters  Irka  and 
Rachela,  her  Uncle  Leib'l,  and  her 
cousin  Rivtche  Ehrlich  survived.  Her 
parents,  two  brothers,  and  twenty- 
four  other  members  of  her  extended 
family  perished  in  the  Holocaust.

Robert  Pack  is  an  accomplished  poet, 
critic,  and  director  of  the  Bread  Loaf 
Writers'  Conference.  In  this  volume, 
he  offers  twenty  essays  on  the  craft  of 
writing  and  the  nature  of  lyric  poetry. 
He  pays  homage  to  those  master  poets 
whose  high  achievements  have 
inspired  his  own  work,  and  he  reflects 
on  human  mortality  and  the  consola- 
tions that  help  us  to  survive — the 
related  pleasures  of  poetry,  laughter, 
and  music.

This  book  examines  the  activities  and 
ideology  of  a  group  of  Boston-area 
businessmen  who  promoted  the  cause 
of  black  freedom  from  the  passage  of 
the  Kansas-Nebraska  Act  to  the 
election  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant  as 
president.  Led  by  Amos  A.  Lawrence, 
John  Murray  Forbes,  and  Edward 
Atkinson,  these  men  established  a 
variety  of  voluntary  associations  to 
lobby  against  slavery  and  southern 
political  influence,  to  recruit  black 
soldiers  for  the  Union  army,  and  to 
aid  former  slaves  during  the  early 
years  of  Reconstruction.  In  addition, 
they  strongly  supported  the  Republi- 
can party  of  Massachusetts  and 
assisted  in  the  organization  of  the 
Southern  Republican  party  after  the 
war. 

Yet,  as  Richard  H.  Abbott  shows, 
these  businessmen  were  hardly  radical 
abolitionists,  whom  they  dismissed  as 
sentimental  and  ineffectual  idealists. 
Abbott  argues  that,  although  the 
group  members  recognized  slavery  as 
an  evil  to  be  condemned  by  both  God 
and  individual  conscience,  their 
antislavery  activities  were  motivated 
less  by  moral  indignation  and  more  by 
practical  considerations.  As  passionate 
advocates  of  a  free  labor  system,  the 
men  believed  that  slavery  threatened 
to  strangle  the  economic  development 
of  the  nation  as  a  whole  and  that  its 
excision  from  American  society  would 
bestow  significant  benefits  on  whites 
as  well  as  blacks,  workers  as  well  as 


industrialists.  Thus,  they  sought  to 
mobilize  white  self-interest,  not 
morally  based  humanitarianism,  to 
obtain  their  ends.

Edith  Guerrier  (1870-1958)  embodied 
the  ideals  of  the  "New  Women"  who 
emerged  by  the  thousands  in  turn-of- 
the-century  America  to  take  advantage 
of  greater  economic  and  educational 
opportunities  for  their  sex.  At  the  age 
of  twenty-one,  she  began  teaching 
kindergarten  in  a  settlement  house  in 
Boston's  North  End,  where  she  also 
maintained  a  reading  room  and  a 
Boston  Public  Library  delivery  station. 
A  pioneer  in  the  new  field  of 
librarianship  just  opening  to  women, 
she  founded  many  library  clubs  and 
eventually  became  the  supervisor  of 
branch  libraries  in  Boston. 

Guerrier  is  perhaps  best  remem- 
bered for  her  work  on  behalf  of  young 
immigrant  women  in  Boston's  North 
End.  Among  the  numerous  "girls" 
clubs  she  founded  was  the  Saturday 
Evening  Girls,  composed  of  young 
women  of  Jewish  and  Italian  ancestry. 
Wanting  to  do  more  than  simply 
"keep  the  girls  off  the  street,"  she 
devised  a  plan  to  enable  her  charges  to 
become  financially  self-sufficient.  In 
1908,  with  her  lifelong  companion 
Edith  Brown,  she  began  to  develop 
what  eventually  became  the  Paul 
Revere  Pottery.  Potters  worked  an 
eight-hour  day  in  an  airy,  healthful 
atmosphere,  and  received  a  decent 
wage,  an  annual  paid  vacation,  and  a 
daily  hot  lunch — all  of  which  were 
virtually  unheard  of  in  the  early 
twentieth-century  workplace.  Paul 
Revere  Ware  today  is  valued  as  a 
collector's  item. 

Guerrier's  autobiography  has  never 
been  published.  Her  story  takes  us 


from  her  New  England  girlhood 
through  her  years  on  the  midwestern 
frontier,  to  her  education  at  Vermont 
Methodist  Seminary  and  Female 
College,  and  finally  through  her 
odyssey  in  Boston,  where  she  lived  for 
most  of  her  adult  life.  Molly  Matson 
provides  an  introduction  that  exam- 
ines Guerrier's  life  and  several  careers 
and  discusses  the  history  of  turn-of- 
the-century  Boston.  In  a  substantive 
foreword,  Polly  Welts  Kaufman 
situates  Guerrier's  autobiography 
within  the  context  of  recent  scholar- 
ship on  the  changing  roles  of  women 
during  this  period  of  American 
history.

Philip  Hooker  (1766-1836)  was  the 
leading  architect  in  New  York  during 
the  Federal  era,  designing  over  eighty 
major  projects  throughout  the  state. 
He  is  perhaps  best  known  for  his 
work  in  Albany,  where  he  practiced 
for  thirty  years  during  that  town's 
transition  from  a  small  Dutch  village 
to  a  prosperous  state  capital.  Hooker, 
who  generally  worked  on  his  own, 
designed  most  of  Albany's  new  public 
buildings,  including  three  banks,  the 
city  hall,  a  theater,  three  municipal 
markets,  all  the  major  schoolhouses, 
and  the  state  capitol.  His  neoclassical 
style  echoed  the  work  of  Palladio  and 


was  marked  by  conservative  design, 
elegant  decoration,  and  refined  detail. 

Despite  his  importance  in  helping  to 
shape  the  direction  of  New  York 
State's  built  environment  during  this 
period,  Hooker  has  received  little 
scholarly  attention.  No  major 
publication  about  him  or  his  contem- 
poraries has  appeared  since  1929. 
This  book,  published  in  conjunction 
with  an  exhibit  of  the  same  name,  is 
designed  to  restore  Hooker  and  his 
colleagues  to  their  rightful  place  in 
American  architectural  history. 

The  volume  contains  a  generously 
illustrated  and  annotated  catalogue 
raisonne  of  eighty  documented 
projects  and  twenty  attributions. 
Roger  G.  Kennedy  provides  an 
introductory  essay  that  situates 
Hooker's  career  in  historical  context. 
Also  included  is  an  essay  by  Douglas 
Bucher  examining  Hooker's  work  in 
relation  to  Federal  Period  style  and  an 
essay  by  W.  Richard  Wheeler  explor- 


ing how  Hooker's  architecture  reflects 
the  Federalist  concept  of  social  and 
political  order.  Appendices  document 
the  work  of  other  New  York  State 
architects  and  builders  of  the  same 
period.  Biographical  and  bibliographi- 
cal material  round  out  the  book.
